Crown Domain of Congo Free State Con-

trolled by Laws.

BRUSSELS, Dec. 6. The most

feature of the treaty annexing

the Congo independent state to Belgium,

now before the Chamber of Deputies and

the text of which Premier De Troos out-3iu-

today, is that the crown domain,

the richest section of the Congo, will not

be independent and controlled by King

Leopold, as has been generally supposed,

but will pass to Belgium and be subject
to Belgian laws.
